H earst, Mr. Bryan is believed to be a conservative, says the Racine Tim es 


in discussing the national political situation. 
H e is also believed 
to be 


the only man w ho would have a chance of defeating Mr. Hearst in the na­ 


tional convention of tw o years thence. 
A prominent N ew Y o r k Cleveland 


dem ocrat is reported as predicting that if the dem ocratic organization can 


be kept out of H earst’s hands until 1908, N ew Y o r k state will send a 


B ryan delegation to the national convention. 


T h is would be a surprising change in popular sentiment in the dem o­ 


cratic party, but there are m any reasons for assuming that it is impending. 


H earst is becom ing almost as much of a terror to old fashioned Cleveland- 


itcs as Robespierre was to the French conservatives of a little over a half 


century ago. He is a radical beyond any of the supporters of B ryan in the 


great outbreak of 1906. 
T h e ideas thrown into B ryan ’s platform of ten 


years ago, which sent hundreds of thousands of dem ocrats out of their 


party for the time, becam e com m on-places in political 
discussion.

silver has been abolished by Republican victories and by republican stat­ 


utes, but the rest of the features of the 1896 platform are still available 


for exploitation, and some of them seem less dangerous than they looked 


to be then. 


It is said that Belm ont, Ryan, De L an ccy Nicoll, Gorm an and others of 


the old time conservatives arc to get up a reception for B ryan when he 


lands in N ew Y o rk at the end of his tour ’round the world 
Such an affair, 


which would have been inconceivable a few years ago, is part of the na­ 


tural course of events now.
